Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-25, drawn to a method for plant trait analysis and data 
management, classified in class 800, subclass 278. 

II. Claims 26-30 and 33, drawn to a system and computer-readable medium 
for managing plant information, classified in class 707, subclass 3. 

III. Claim 31-32, drawn to a system for facilitating business transactions, 
classified in class 705, subclass 1 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Invention I is independent and distinct from each of Groups II and III. The 
method of Group I is not limited to make or use the system/medium of either Group II or 
Group III, nor is the product of Group II or Group III limited to be one made by or used in 
the method of Group I. For these reasons, Groups II and III are each separate and 
distinct from Group I. 

Groups II and III are separate and distinct. Although the systems of both Groups 
recite some limitations in common, Group III recites limitations not recited in the system 
of Group II, and is thus directed to a different product than that of Group II. As the 
systems are necessarily different, Groups II and III are separate and distinct. 
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These inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, therefore restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Groups II and III, the search for Group II 
is not required for Group I, and the search for Group III is not required for Groups I and 
II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
